SUMMARY OF BILL:     Provides that service of orders of protection shall
be made upon the respondents in the same manner as provided by Rule 5 of
the Tennessee Rules of Civil Procedure for other orders. Deletes the
requirement, when serving an order of protection on a resident of this state,
that the officer must read such order of protection to the respondent. The bill
also provides that the court shall cause a copy of the petition and notice of the
date set for the hearing on order of protection, as well as a copy of the ex parte
order of protection, to be served upon the respondent in accordance with Rule
5 of the Rules of Civil Procedure at least five days prior to such hearing.
